THE  EIGHTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1916-17. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry  beg  leave 
to  submit  their  report  of  the  work  of  this  Charitable  Institution  for 
the  year  ending  March  31st,  1917. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  in  the  House,  259  Inmates, 
which  is  a  decrease  of  78  over  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  main¬ 
tenance  of  this  part  of  our  work  was  $16,648.61,  or  an  increased 
cost  over  last  year  of  $608.11  and  this  too  in  spite  of  our  members 
being  considerably  less,  but  this  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  tremend¬ 
ous  increased  cost  of  all  kinds  of  supplies,  which  also  raised  the  cost 
per  person  per  day  to  33  1/3  cents  as  against  a  cost  of  23  3-4  cents 
for  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  259  Inmates,  practically  none  were  able  to  do  any  kind  of 
work,  and  of  this  number  only  about  3  1-2  per  cent,  were  able  to 
contribute  anything  towards  their  maintenance. 

The  daily  average  number  of  Inmates  in  the  House  was  137. 
Of  the  total  number  of  registered  Inmates,  192  were  males  and  67 
were  females,  of  which  95  1-2  per  cent,  are  over  60  years  of  age,  99 
are  over  70  years  of  age,  and  23  are  over  80  years.  A  number  of 
women  Inmates  are  knitting  socks  and  assisting  with  the  mending. 

OUTDOOR  RELIEF 

Our  Outdoor  Relief  work  consists  of  assistance  given  to  families  in 
their  homes.  This  work  is  carried  on  by  110  volunteer  visitors  and 
three  paid  Investigators,  a  report  being  made  on  every  family 
receiving  assistance. 

The  number  of  families  applying  for  assistance  was  975.  Of  this 
number  237  were  refused  help,  41  cases  being  actual  frauds.  The 
number  assisted,  viz.  738,  comprised  2506  persons,  this  being  a 
decrease  of  1768  families,  making  a  difference  of  5442  persons  from 
last  year. 

Of  this  number  516  families  had  sickness  in  the  homes,  many 
cases  being  contagious  diseases  reported  from  the  Medical  Health  and 
City  Relief  Officers. 

101  cases  received  partial  assistance  only. 

222  cases  were  Widows. 

228  families  received  assistance  for  the  first  time. 

During  the  past  year  we  also  had  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  a 
number  of  our  Soldiers,  some  who  enlisted  and  needed  help  until 
they  received  their  first  pay.  We  also  gave  temporary  assistance  to 
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returned  wounded  Solders,  to  discharged  Soldiers,  and  to  the  widows 
of  some  of  our  Soldiers;  in  all  85  cases  were  helped  in  this  way.  We 
trust  that  before  another  winter  comes  around,  our  Government  will 
have  made  ample  provision  for  all  such  cases,  so  that  our  Soldiers 
will  not  be  compelled  to  seek  aid  from  our  doors. 

The  cost  of  this  part  of  our  work  amounted  to  $14,070.78. 
This  is  $14,526.68  less  than  last  year,  or  an  average  cost  of  $19.25 
per  family,  as  against  $14.33  last  year. 

In  connection  with  the  applications  made  for  assistance,  5579 
visits  were  made  and  written  reports  given  in  by  our  visitors  and 
investigators  and  263  by  our  volunteer  visitors.  This  does  not  include 
numerous  calls  made  in  the  continuance  of  relief. 

A  new  departure  in  our  Outdoor  Relief  work  was  established 
this  year  in  connection  with  the  supplying  of  coal  to  some  22  families 
who  agreed  to  pay  for  same  but  requiried  a  little  time  to  make 
payments,  and  in  doing  this  we  rendered  service  which  was  very 
much  appreciated .  We  were  also  able  to  supply  coal  to  a  number  of 
families  who  were  unable  to  purchase  same  from  any  of  the  City 
Dealers.  Orders  were  issued  for  about  220  half-ton  lots,  thereby 
relieving  the  situation  considerably. 

wayfarers’  lodge 

The  people  who  are  assisted  by  the  City  in  the  Lodge,  are  of  two 
classes,  those  who  claim  the  City  as  their  place  of  residence,  and 
those  from  other  Municipalities.  Of  the  former  class  558  received 
assistance  and  of  the  latter  class  124  were  sheltered  in  the  Lodge 
from  April  1st,  1916,  to  March  31,  1917.  This  is  a  decrease  from 
last  year  of  2003  men  sheltered  in  the  Lodge.  Of  the  682,  4  per 
cent,  were  30  years  of  age  or  under,  and  17  per  cent,  were  over  60 
years  of  age. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  applications  for  aid 
by  men  who  were  eligible  for  military  training,  and  those  who  are  with 
us  at  present  are  physically  unfit  to  do  much  of  any  kind  of  work. 

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  at  the  end  of  last  year  showed  a  total 
liability  of  $3350.93.  Our  expenses  for  this  year  amounted  to  $37, 
609.43,  making  a  total  of  $40,960.36,  as  against  $119,660.26  one 
year  ago. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to  $39,289.99,  thus 
leaving  a  total  liability  at  the  end  of  our  year  of  $1670.37. 

We  refer  you  for  further  information  as  to  the  financial  con- 
diton,  to  the  Treasurer’s  Statement,  and  to  the  Superintendent’s 
Report,  which  give  separate  details  of  all  branches  of  work  done  in 
connection  with  the  House. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr,  A.  Laughlen  and  his  wife,  have  again 
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proved  their  efficiency  in  the  way  they  have  been  able  to  cope  with 
their  work. 

The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Inmates  is  well  looked  after  by 
Ministers  of  the  various  denominations.  Numerous  concerts  and 
suppers  have  been  provided  by  friends  of  the  House  and  were  much 
appreciated. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  classes 
of  Church  workers  and  fellow  citizens  and  to  our  visitors  who  freely 
give  their  services  to  relieve  the  distressed  and  suffering  poor. 

The  House  of  Industry  earnestly  asks  for  further  interest  and 
help  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  generally,  in  carrying  on  this  most 
necessary  and  deserving  work. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  removal  by  death  of  Mr.  F.  S. 
Spence,  who  since  1909  has  served  the  House  faithfully  and  taken 
the  deepest  interest  in  all  departments  of  our  work. 

We  regret  also  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  George  T.  Jenkins  and 
Mr.  George  F.  Scott,  who  have  been  faithful  visitors  for  many  years.

REPORT  OF  WAYFARERS’  LODGE 

HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO 

The  number  who  found  shelter  at  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge  during 
the  year,  April,  1916,  to  April,  1917,  was  558,  the  number  for  the 
three  consecutive  years  being  2,158,  1,894  and  558. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  persons  was  5,749, 
or  an  average  of  10  nights  for  each  person  for  the  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $4,356.03. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  COUNTRIES 

The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  of  the  City,  and 
found  shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  124  the  total  number  for  the  three 
consecutive  years  being,  2,092,  791,  124. 
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The  total  number  of  nights  given  to  this  class  was  366,  or  an 
average  of  three  nights  for  each  person  for  the  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $263.61. 

Therefore  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge  last  year,  Homeless  Poor  of  Toronto  and  Poor  from  other 
Countries,  was  682,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years  being 
4,250,  2,725,  and  682. 

The  number  of  women  who  found  shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  23, 
and  the  year  before  the  number  was  40.  Number  of  nights’  shelter 
received  by  women,  299. 

Hence,  the  total  number  of  persons,  men  and  women,  was  705, 
and  the  total  number  of  nights  was  6,414. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  was  $4,619.64. 

For  three  consecutive  years  the  cost  was  $16,794.58,  $6,292.54  ^ 
and  $4,619.64. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  Casuals  was  19,081,  or  4  1-6  cents 
per  meal. 

The  average  number  in  building  of  Casuals,  during  the  winter 
months,  per  night,  was  19.

Those  admitted  to  the  Lodge  during  the  winter  months  received 
three  meals  per  day  and  lodging,  upon  performance  of  the  labor  test. 
A  warm  bath  is  provided  for  all  casuals,  and  clothing  is  cleansed  by 
steam  process,  cleanliness  being  compulsory.  During  the  summer 
months  the  wayfarers  are  limited  to  two  nights  per  month.  At  the 
request  of  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Casuals  are  admitted  until 
11.30  p.m. 

There  are  one  or  two  points  which  we  might  mention  in  connection 
with  the  year’s  work. 

Of  the  average  of  19  admitted  daily  during  the  four  winter 
months  of  December,  January,  February,  and  March,  there  were 
onlj7  a  very  few,  probably  four  or  five  each  day,  who  would  be  able 
to  do  any  work,  such  as  cleaning,  etc;  a  great  majority  of  the  men 
being  crippled,  and  having  various  physical  ailments. 

Another  point  that  might  be  noted  is  that  we  have  not  sheltered 
practically  anyone  who  could  pass  the  Medical  Examination  enabling 
him  to  enlist.  We  have,  therefore,  had  no  enlistments  from  the 
Ward  for  that  reason  alone. 
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All  those  who  have  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  did  the 
work  required  of  them  faithfully  and  satisfactorily.

REPORT  OF  VISITATION  AND  OUTDOOR  RELIEF  COMMITTEE 

The  amount  of  relief  distributed  by  this  Committee  for  the  year 
from  April  1st,  1916,  to  April  1st,  L917,  has  been  comparatively  light 
There  has  been  a  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  families  assisted, 
and  the  cost  has  been  $14,170.78  while  in  the  year  previous  it  was 
$28,679.46. 

This  decrease  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  men  who  have  enlisted 
and  taken  up  arms  at  the  call  of  our  King  and  Empire,  to  the  condition 
of  the  labor  market,  and  the  urgent  demand  for  workers;  and  no 
doubt  in  a  measure  to  the  legislation  recently  enacted,  closing  up  the 
licensed  drinking  places  in  our  City. 

During  the  year  there  were  788  families  assisted,  comprising  2498 
persons.  Of  these  101  received  only  limited  assistance  and  were 
refused  further  supplies.  Some  58  families-  received  assistance  from 
time  to  time  as  their  needs  demanded;  and  after  a  most  thorough 
and  careful  investigation  into  their  circumstances  237  applicants  were 
absolutely  refused  assistance. 

Our  Volunteer  Visitors  have  shown  the  same  loyalty  to  our 
Institution  and  interest  in  their  work  of  service  as  they  have  in  past 
years  and  while  the  calls  upon  them  may  have  been  few,  they  were 
ever  ready  to  answer  the  call  to  serve  on  behalf  of  the  unfortunate 
and  needy  in  their  district. 

The  House  of  Industry  has  always  been  a  believer  in  the  principle 
of  “preparedness”  and  the  staff  of  visitors  for  the  110  districts  into 
which  our  City  is  divided  has  been  kept  up  to  full  strength  and  ready 
for  any  emergency  that  might  arise. 

The  three  Investigators  employed  by  the  House  have  made  5316 
visits,  giving  a  written  report  in  each  case.  They  have  shown  tact, 
energy  and  intelligence  in  meeting  the  poor  and  unfortunate  in  our 
city,  which  means  much  to  those  that  it  is  our  privilege  to  assist  and 
much  to  the  honor  of  our  Institution. 

The  information  obtained  as  a  result  of  these  investigations  is 
treated,  as  far  as  the  House  of  Industry  is  concerned,  as  strictly  of  a 
confidential  nature  and  every  consideration  is  shown  to  those  whom 
misfortune  has  compelled  to  ask  for  assistance  so  they  can  retain  their 
self-respect  and  self-reliance. 
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We  are  pleased  to  report  that  notwithstanding  the  scarcity  of 
coal  during  the  past  winter,  the  firm  having  the  contract  to  supply 
our  outdoor  poor,  made  their  deliveries  promptly  and  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  all  concerned. 

At  the  request  of  the  Mayor  we  were  able  to  arrange  that  citizens 
who  were  able  to  purchase  coal  but  could  not  be  supplied  by  the  City 
dealers,  should  receive  a  limited  supply  from  the  firm  that  supplied 
the  House,  upon  the  report  of  our  Investigator  that  they  were  in 
absolute  need  of  fuel. 

This  plan  was  worked  out  in  a  very  efficient  manner  by  the 
House  staff  and  to  the  benefit  of  a  large  number  of  our  citizens. 

We  have  in  mind  the  introduction  of  what  'might  be  called  a 
Refund  System.”  This  plan  has  been  in  successful  operation  in 
other  cities  and  we  believe  could  be  worked  to  advantage  in  Toronto. 
It  is  shown  to  the  various  applicants  for  assistance  that  they  need  not 
consider  themselves  objects  of  charity  in  receiving  supplies  from  the 
House  but  can  accept  the  aid  given  as  a  loan,  and  if  they  desire,  can 
repay  the  same  when  they  are  in  a  position  to  do  so. 

The  value  of  this  scheme  is  not  in  the  possibility  of  a  refund  of 
money,  but  encouraging  the  spirit  of  self  reliance  and  independence 
in  those  who  receive  assistance. 

It  is  our  sorrowful  duty  to  refer  to  the  death  of  two  of  our 
Volunteer  Visitors,  namely,  Mr.  Geo.  T.  Jenkins  and  Mr.  Geo.  F. 
Scott,  who  were  faithful  and  devoted  to  the  interests  of  our  Institution. 

During  the  year  we  distributed  18,756  loaves  of  bread,  84,745 
pints  of  milk,  20,806  lbs.  of  groceries,  476  1-10  tons  of  coal,  7  1-2 
cords  of  wood.

The  assistance  required  by  the  returned  soldiers  and  their  families, 
is  no  doubt  due  to  a  delay  in  the  adjustment  of  their  pensions,  but  it 
is  a  startling  fact  that  these  men  should  have  to  apply  for  relief,  who 
have  done  so  much  in  a  cause  of  such  vital  importance  to  our  Country.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES’  COMMITTEE  OF  TFIE 

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 

The  Ladies’  Committee  have  a  slender  report  to  make  for  the 
last  year.  The  House  has  been  several  times  inspected,  and  there 
were  no  complaints  from  the  Inmates.  The  health  of  the  women  has 
been  good,  only  one  or  two  bed-ridden. 

Many  kind  friends  interested  themselves  throughout  the  winter 
in  presenting  musical  and  other  interesting  programmes,  which  were 
uniformly  enjoyed  by  all,  the  members  of  different  Guilds,  Choirs, 
Classes,  etc.,  doing  much  to  help  to  vary  the  monotonj-  of  the  lives  of 
the  Inmates. 

At  Christmas-tide  Mrs.  Coles  again  provided  a  bountiful  supply 
of  Plum  Puddings,  there  being  a  most  liberal  k  ‘enough  and  to  spare.” 
The  dinner,  with  the  gifts  of  Turkeys,  was  greatly  enjoyed.  Fruit 
and  buns,  or  cake,  were  also  kindly  given  after  some  of  t He  Entertain¬ 
ments.  A  gift  which  is  deeply  appreciated  is  that  of  an  apron  to 
each  woman,  and  a  tie  and  handkerchief  to  the  men,  from  a  kind 
donor,  who  never  forgets  the  season. 

The  Laundry  is  in  better  working  order,  but  it  is  difficult  to 
make  the  sheets  and  clothing  used  in  the  Wards  of  the  cleanly 
appearance  the  Committee  would  like  to  see. 

Last  Summer  saw  the  resignation,  as  Matron  and  Assistant,  of 
Mrs.  North  and  her  daughter,  Miss  North,  after  a  lifetime  of  faithful 
and  unflinching  service  and  devotion  to  duty,  amongst  the  Inmates 
and  Casual  Wards  of  the  Institution.  The  Committee  were  grieved 
to  lose  the  brave  spirit  and  sound  judgment  which  were  the  char¬ 
acteristics  of  Mrs.  North’s  daily  life  here,  but  there  comes  a  time 
when  rest  from  unvarying  duty  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  we  hope 
Mrs.  North  may  be  spared  many  years  to  this  with  her  daughter 
and  her  many  friends.  Mrs.  Laughlen  has  taken  up  the  work  done 
so  faithfully  and  well  by  her  mother,  and  is  always  glad  to  welcome 
the  Committee.  The  Ladies  gave  Mrs.  North  a  small,  but  useful 
souvenir  of  their  happy  intercourse  for  so  long. 

Owing  to  the  indefinite  absence  of  Mrs.  Cassels  and  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Foy,  Lady  Falconbridge  and  Mrs.  N.  Brock 
Wilkins  were  asked  to  fill  these  vacancies,  and  have  kindly  accepted, 
and  are  ready  to  interest  themselves  in  the  welfare  of  the  House  of 
Industry.

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY,  TORONTO 
For  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1917.

The  general  health  of  the  Inmates  of  the  House  during  the  past 
year  has  been  good.  A  large  proportion  suffer  from  Arteria-Capillary 
fibrosis  and  diseases  incident  thereto.  These  conditions,  with  Rheu¬ 
matism  and  Bronchitis,  constitute  the  main  distresses. 

Inmates  requiring  Hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  the  General 
Hospital. 

As  in  previous  years  there  have  been  more  bed  patients  in  our 
Infirmary  in  the  men’s  side  than  the  women’s  side  of  the  House. 

The  general  care  of  the  Inmates  is  well  looked  after  by  the 
attendants. 

There  have  been  515  attendances  at  the  Dispensary  and  thirteen 
men,  and  9  women  have  died,  being  one  less  than  last  year.

“This  Institution,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Laughlen,  is 
deserving  of  every  praise.  There  are  at  the  present  time  very  few 
tramps  seeking  accommodation.  The  old  people  there  seem  to  be 
very  comfortable  and  contented.  We  examined  the  card  system 
inaugurated  to  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  Casuals.  The  same 
kind  of  system  is  used  to  keep  a  record  of  those  getting  outside  relief, 
a  very  large  number.  And  overlapping  in  connection  with  this  form 
of  relief  has  practically  ceased.  The  employment  of  paid  Investigators 
has  been  the  means  off; saving  thousands  of  dollars  of  public  money.”
